Word has been received this 
week that William Burns, 87, a 
former mayor of the town of Cole¬ 
man, passed away in Port Moody 
December 24th. 

Mr. Burns is survived by one 
daughter, Mrs. Cyril (Dorothy) 
Lee of Burnaby. Funeral services 
were held in Port Moody Decem¬ 
ber 28th. 


As we cross the threshold into 
a new year, it is with pleasure 
that I extend, personally and on 
behalf of my colleagues, sincere 
best wishes for a happy, purpose¬ 
ful and prosperous 1969. Before 
we close the door on 1968, I truly 
trust that the old year left you 
with some measure of joy, happi¬ 
ness and pleasant memories. 

As a province, we experiendced 
positive progress during the past 
year, characterizing the dynamic 
growth of Alberta’s economy, 
which we have every confidence 
will continue through and beyond 
1969. All major areas of our econ¬ 
omy, with the exception of grain 
farming, showed substantial gains. 
As a result of weather conditions, 
crop yields were variable and 
grades suffered due to wet harvest 
weather and early frosts. While 
the cash return to farmers show¬ 
ed a 25-million-dollar increase for 
livestock and dairy products, the 
over-all farm cash income is ex¬ 
pected to be down about 3 per cent 
on the figures presently available. 

In other economic developments, 
mineral production, basically 
crude oil, natural gas and sulphur, 
registered an increase of 11 per 
cent to 1.1 billion dollars and the 
outlook for coal production ist 
bright for 1969 and future years, 
in view of the firm contracts which 
have been signed with Japanese 
interests. 

Construction ' programs in the 
province registered a 16 per cent 
investment increase during the 
year and there will be a substan¬ 
tial carry-over of work for the 


James Hartley of the Old Man 
River Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion attended Coleman council this 
week and informed council that 
membership fees in the Commis¬ 
sion would be slightly increased 
this year. 

Mr. Hartley spoke on the work 
the Commission has completed so 
far, and advised tfiat a full report 
would be presented to council in 
February. A question period was 
held regarding the surveys made 
recently by the Commission and 
all questions were favorably an¬ 
swered. 

Permission was granted to the 
Alberta Heart Foundation Associ¬ 
ation to hold a house to house 
canvass in February. 

Town foreman Rudy Szymanek 
reported that a 22 foot high Christ¬ 
mas tree has been erected in the 
town park and strings of colored 
lights have been installed on the 
tree. Erecting the tree is part of 
the town’s program for decorating 
during the festive season. Plans 
will be expanded each year. 


WINNINPEG — The Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission’s step¬ 
ped-up drive against fraud is pay¬ 
ing off. 

It was inaugurated by Chief 
Commissioner J. M. DesRoches, 
then newly appointed to the posi¬ 
tion, in February. 

Without additional staff but with 
concentration on improved meth¬ 
ods of investigation, the number 
of checks of claims and the total 
of detected overpayments, or pay¬ 
ments of benefit which had been 
based on claim statements that 
cannot be substantiated, is rising 
significantly. 

,"It’s hard to say whether the prin¬ 
cipal factor is initiative on our 
part, or a strong public reaction 
against fund abuse, 1 ’ said a U1C 
spokesman. 

‘Both factors are certainly play¬ 
ing a part.” 

For the period April 1 to July 
31, 19S8, there were 47,623 investi¬ 
gations on claims, as compared to 
44,629 for the same period in 1967. 

Overpayments detected by formal 
investigations into cases where 
statements made in claims were 
suspect amounted to $413,908 from 
April 1 to July rittrWtW, as com¬ 
pared to $357,484 for the same 
period of 1967. This represents a 
15.8 per cent increase in detected 
overpayments. At the same time 
less cases resulting in overpay¬ 
ments were discovered. 

The average overpayment in the 
four month period of 1968 is $99, 
compared for the equivalent per¬ 
iod in 1967. This, represents an 
average increase of $18 per case, 
or 22.2 per cent. 

In July 1968 overpayments de¬ 
tected for the five regions into 
which the UIC operation is divided 
were as follows. The figures for 
July are”in brackets. 

Atlantic region $10,949 ($10,370); 
Quebec $38,306 ($33,932); Ontario 
$19,618 ($11,491); Prairies $14,126 
($8,573); Pacific $6,750 ($4,975). 

Over payments detected for the 
whole of Canada in July 1968 
amounted to $89,749, compared to 
$69,341 in July 1967. This represents 
an increase overpayment of $20, 
408 delected, or 29.4 per cent. 

The average overpayment per 
case of abuse was $74 in July

two-day institute at the Calgary 
Inn on a new system of hospital 
accounting. 

Fire Inspector Andy O’Toole of 
the Fire Commissioner’s Office in 
Lethbridge reported that the hos¬ 
pital fire fighting equiment, safe¬ 
ty devices and everything pertain¬ 
ing to this department were in 
very good order. 

Administrator Luini reported the 
hospital is presently operating at 
approximately 82 per cent occu¬ 
pancy. 

He also advised that the new 
patient lights being installed in 
all the hospital rooms is almost 
complete.

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Member of Canadian Weekly Newspaper Association 
and Alberta Weekly Newspaper Association 
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Report From 
Parliament- Hill 

A number of people in the last 
several weeks have asked me to 
enlighten them as to what a Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament does with his 
time. , 

The task of a Member of Par¬ 
liament has grown greatly in the 
past couple of decades. At one 
time the Sessions of Parliament 
lasted only a few months. Even to¬ 
day, most Provincial Legislatures 
are in session for only two or three 
months. In comparison, Parlia¬ 
ment in the last few years has 
been sitting for eight or nine 
months of the year. 

Parliament has become a full¬ 
time business. Most Members of 
Parliament consider it as such 
and many have given up their 
previous occupations in order to 
devote all their time to Parliament 
and their constituency. 

As this is being written, con¬ 
sideration is being given in the 
House of Commons to put Par¬ 
liament on a regular timetable, 
roughly equivalent to the school 
year. This would enable Members 
to spend a good deal of time dur¬ 
ing Christmas and the summer in 
their constituencies. Up to the 
present there has not been such 
regularity in the Sessions and 
Members at times found them¬ 
selves compelled to attend in Ot¬ 
tawa well into the summer holi¬ 
days. 

When Parliament is in Session 
there are sittings of the House 
every days of the week except 
Saturday and Sunday. On Mondays 
the sittings commence at 2:30 in 
the afternoon and continue until 
10 p.m., with a one hour break 
for supper at 7 o’clock. There is 
also what might be called a spe¬ 
cial question period after 10 o’clock 
which can stretch the sitting on 
for a good deal of time thereafter. 

The routine insofar as the time 
involved is the same on Tuesday- 
and Thursdays, as it is on Monday. 

On Wednesday the sitting com¬ 
mences at 2:30 but lasts only on- - 
til 6 p.m.. The sitting on Friday 
begins at 11 a.m. and continues 
until 6 p.m. with break for lunch. 

In addition to the times when 
the House is sitting, when Mem¬ 
bers are expected to be in at¬ 
tendance, there are a number of 
other obligations which a Member 
must attend to during the week. 
The Government Members for in¬ 
stance hold a caucus meeting each 
Wednesday, which generally lasts 
from 11 a.m. to 12:45 p.m. 

As well as the national caucus, 
there are also regional caucuses 
for the purpose of discussing mat¬ 
ters which usually affect only a 
particiular region. In the case of 
the Government, its Members who 
come from Western Canada, meet 
every Tuesday from 6 p.m. to 8 
p.m. 

One of the most important dut¬ 
ies of a Member of Parliament is 
the responsibility to serve on com¬ 
mittees of the House of Commons. 
There are a number of commit¬ 
tees which deal with specific mat¬ 
ters referred to the Committee by 
the House. Generally speaking the 
Committee meetings are held while 
the House is not sitting, that is 
between 9 a.m. and 12:30 p.m. This 
can make for a very full week for 
Members who are on two or more 
committees. 

How do I fit in to the foregoing 
routine? 

Generally, I spend the week-end 
at home in the riding. Because 
of the time change involved I do 
not arrive in Ottawa in time for 
any of the proceedings on Mon¬ 
day. Because I am on two com¬ 
mittees — National Resources and 
Public works and Regional Devel¬ 
opment, my time in Ottawa is 
fairly well taken up, when added 
to the schedule outlined above, is 
the time necessary to deal with 
correspondence from the constitu¬ 
ency and elsewhere.

ATTENTION: 

Owners and Operators of 
Mobile Equipment 

Effective January 1, 1969 , all 
mobile equipment coming within 
the definitions quoted below is 
again subject to licensing, if such 
equipment is operated anywhere 
within the Province except in 
Cities or National Parks. 

Inspectors are constantly in the 
field checking all such mobile 
equipment. Any violation of the 
provisions of the Act may result 
in court procedings. Provision is 
made for the imposition of a fine 
and possible impoundment of 
equipment where a violation of the 
Act occurs. 

The following definitions are 
taken from the Mobile Equipment 
Licensing Act: 

(d) "MOBILE EQUIPMENT" 

(I) Means machinery or equip¬ 
ment capable of being moved 
to its place of use under its 
own power or by being tow¬ 
ed, pulled or carried and not 
intended to be affixed to land, 
and 

(II) includes equipment used for 
the purpose of seismographic 
exploration and, without re¬ 
stricting the generality of the 
foregoing, includes 

(a) seismographic recording 
equipment and all appur- 
tances thereto. 

(b) conductor cables and 
cable reels, geophones, 
amplifiers and cameras, 

(c) explosive and detonating 
equipment, 

(d) drilling units and all the 
component parts and ap¬ 
purtenances thereof, and 

(e) water tanks and pumping 
equipment, t)ut 

(III) does not include 

(a) vehicles licensed under 
The Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act, or the Public 
Service Vehicles Act, ex¬ 
clusive of mounted equip¬ 
ment on such vehicles, and 

(b) equipment, other than ve¬ 
hicle mounted equipment, 
used to drill a gas or oil 
well; 

(•) "municipality" means a town, 
village, municipal district, 
county, improvement district, 
special area, metis improve¬ 
ment district or forest reserve, 
(f) "owmr" includes a person 
renting mobile equipment or 
having the exclusive use there¬ 
of under a rental agreement 
or otherwise; 

NOTE Mobile Equipment having an 
original list price of less 
than $2,000 does not require 
a license under this Act. 

Licenses are available at De¬ 
partment of Municipal Affairs 
Offices at 'Edmonton, Calgary, 
Drumheller, Grande Prairie, Leth¬ 
bridge, Medicine Hat, Red Deer, 
Bonnyville, Edson, Evansburg, 
High Level, High Prairie, Lac La 
Biche, Peace River, Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House, Spirit River, Valley- 
view, Westlock, and Special Area 
offices at Hanna, Oyen, and Con¬ 
sort.
